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amongſt honeſt and godtie men, 4 
knowe there. will. neuer be want of 
charitie. Andhappie were England, if 
all. men were honeſt, fo; then lawes 
were needeleſſe, and ſuch enill as this 
had neuer neede to be feared: as fo: euill 
men, it were good fo ridde the wozld 
of them, if it were poſſible, and fo de⸗ 
niſe by lawes that none ſhonlde line, 
much lefCe come to wealth by ſuch vn⸗ 
lawful wales, foz that theponlie i none 
others, are the cauſe of all dearth and 
want in this wozld.

bat the ſtatute of 3 7.ol king Benrie the 
8 hath taken away the fo2ce of this law. 
And pet whether the common lawe was 
83 is taken gwaie hereby 02 no, ] doe re⸗ 
fer that to my maſters the tawiers: nay 
it is platne, that our lawe was euer a⸗ 
. gainſt vſurp, as in Mart. ca. 3. it is mot 
euident, Vſurz non currant, &c. And 
touching the exchange you haue ſaid wel 
in my iudgmẽt.
